The superintendent of the forestry 
branch of the Depariment of the In- 
terior, R. MH. Campbell, of Ottawa, who 
arrived in the city last night, and who 
leaves this morning for Wainwright, 
where he wil inspect the buffalo park, 
ali Dominion parks being under the 
ju) sdiction of his department, fully 
realizes the complete inadequacy of 
the system of fire protection afforded 
to the northern portion of Alberta. 
‘ihe great forest fire which has raged 
aiong the Athabasca river since the 
early spring, and which has resulted 
in, at least, the loss of a million dol- 
Jare’ worth of valuable northerg tim- 
ber, has been reported to him, and he 
purposes taking every possible means 
to extend the system of fire protec- 
tion in that country, 

Appreciates Situation, 

“1 am perfectly well a:vare,” he 
eaid, “that it is essential to the nor- 
thern part of this province that the 
timler be protected. IT am informed 
(hat in the next few years there will 
be enormous settlements in the coun- 
try northwest of this city, and I ap- 
preciate the fact that the preserva- 
tion of the timber areas at the pre- 
sent time means cheap lumber for the 
new settlers.” 

Mr. Campbell intends 
from Wainwright to Edmonton 
Monday to go further into this ques- 
tion of fire protection for the north 
country. 

Bad Spring for Fires.

“The spring opened early, 
the snow melted very rapidly, there 
was no rain to speak of, and {n ad- 
dition to these disadvantageous con- 
ditions, high winds prevailed very 
generally throughout the country. The 
winds fanned the fires which had been 
smoldering all winter, and in con- 
sequence several disastrous conflagra- 
tions occurred throughout the western 
country. Besides the fire along the 
Athabasca river, there was a serious 
forest fire in northern Saskatchewan, 
along the line of the C.N.R, at Mis- 
tatim station, where a sawmill, four- 
teen box cars, a large quantity of cut 
log sand a big area of standing tim- 
ber was burned. North of the main 
line of the C.P.R, there was also a 
bad fire which was not extinguished 
until a large expenditure of money 
had been incurred. The same was 
true of the fire in the Porcupine Hills. 

“Sparks from locomotive engines 
is usually the cause of these fires. 
They almost invariably start in the 
vicinity of the railroads.”

STARTS SURVEY OF 
HUDSON'S BAY ROUTE 


Two Government Vessels Leave Hali- 
fax to Find Approaches to Nelson 
River—Engineering Stgit t» Come 
Overland to Winnipeg. 


Halifax, N.S., June 256—The Domin- 
ion government schooner’ Crissie G. 


Thomey leaves today for Hudson Bay 
to report on the feasibility of the 
Hudson Bay route for wheat ship- 
ments from the west in connection 
with the proposed Hudson Bay rail- 
way from Winnipeg. 

The Thomey will survey the ap- 
proaches to the Nelson river in order 
to ascertain the depth of water and 
to locate if possible the best channel. 
This will necessitate the schooner 
working as far out as Fort Miles from 
the land over thirty miles up the river 
to the proposed terminus, 

Wilt Watch Ice. 

The schooner will return to Halifax 
late in the autumn, but the engineer- 
ing staff will locate for a time on the 
shores of the Bay in order to watch 
the ice, its forming, and its movement, 
and they will not leave for civiliza- 
tion until the winter has fully set in. 

Ther they will start on a tramp of 
500 miles across an almost unknown 
and uninhabited country which they 
expect to “do” in twenty days. They 
go equipped to wrestle with the biting 
cold of the north. They will come 
out at Winnipeg. The government 
steamer Stanley will operate for a 
similar purpose about Fort Churchill. 

The engineers in charge of both 
parties will report to the government, 
and on their reports will depend large- 
ly the future action of th egovern- 
ment concerning this route and 
the seleetion of the deep water ter- 
minus.

SPANISH CABINET 


IGNORES VATICAN 


King Alphonso Presides At Meeting }* 


When Papal Protests Are 
‘ Put Aside 


—_—-— 


Madrid, June 25.—At the conclu- 
sion of the cabinet meeting, presided 
over by King Alphonso yesterday, 
Premier Canaljeas announced that the 
government's religious programme 
would be carried out. He said that 
the protests of the Vatican against 
the Imperial decree of June 11 would 
be ignored. . 

This decres amended the constitu- 
tion And authorized the edifices of 
non-Catholic religious societies to 
display the insignia for public wor+ 
ship. The Papal protests « were 
coupled with the negotidtions between 
the government and Rome for the re- 
vision of the concordat, and recently 
Premier Canaljeas intimated that un- 
less the Vatican changed its attitude 
the negotiations would be broken off, 
The Vatican replied and after setting 
forth that it maintained that the de- 
eree is a violation of the concordat 
and the engagements of previous 
ministers declined to continue the ne- 
gotiations over the revision until this 
point was settled. 


The Catholic objection to the de- 
cree is on the ground that the gov- 
ernment should maintain t status 
quo pending the outeome,of e con- 


cordat negotiations. 
Army Rule Aimed at. 

Peking, June 24—A dispatch ftom 
Hankow states that the viceroy of 
Hunpeh and Hu-Han provinces has 
arrested and placed in close confine- 
ment four high officers of the English 
division of the new army, including 
the generals in charge, who are c g- 
ed with being actively engaged in Tev- 
olutionary propaganda. The prompti- 
tude of the viceroy is believed to have 
nipped in the bud a movement to 
create a military league to contrel the 
army and through it the government. 


SIX HORSES BURNED IN 
A FIRE ON THE FLATS 


Barn Across Lane from Baseball 
Grounds East Fence Destroyed— 
May Have Been of Incendiary 
Origin—Men Seen Running Away 


Six ihorses were burned death 
in a fire which broke out at half past 
twelve o’clock last night in the etaole 
at the rear of the house occupied by 
F. Pallano, 356 Currie street, and 
within a few feet of the fence on tie 
east side of Diamond Park. 

Dr. Park, who was driying home 
after having visited a patient in ihe 
fats, was the first to observe the blaze 
and at .once shouted to Constable 
Davis, whom he saw standing on the 
street not far from the grand stand on 
the baseball ground. 

The cat whose attention was

engaged at te time by the suspicious 
movements 6f a man who was lurking 
in the neighborhood, shouted to the 
doctor to drive after the man whom 
he had seen, and promptly ran to tlie 
alarm near the Edmonton Hotel and 
called out the engine Fire Hall No. 1 

The Stable ‘being constructed oF 
wood was enveloped in flames within 
a few moments of the time when the 
fire was first observed by the Doctor 
Park. The engine from No. 1 Fire 
Hall was on the spot within a very 
short time, and other alarms having 
been given, the engines from Nos, ¥ 
and 3 followed rapidly. 

Long before the brigade could Zt 
to the scene of the fire the whole of 
the stable was in flames, the fence of 
Diamond Park had caught, the hous®s 
in the immediate vicinity were in dan- 
ger and the horses lost veyond me 
possibility of rescue. 

Under the Direction of Chief David- 
son, however, the fire was under con- 
trol in the shortest possible space of 
time, and the frightened inhabitants 
of the cottages in the neighborhood, 
who, in various stages of undress, had 
sought safety on the streets, were able 
once more to enter their threatened 
homes. 

The cause of the fire is unknown, 
unless it can be connected with the 
man whose suspicious movements had 
uliracted the attention of VConstavie 
Davis. At the request of the con- 
stable, Dr. Park had attempted to 
follow this man but failed to locate 
him. 

The barn was the property of Theo- 
dore Walters, a teamster who resides 
at the Edmonton Hotel.

Technical and Trade Schools Opened 
by gevee of Minister of Public 
Works to Gentler Sex—Male Work- 
ers Do Not Welcome Change.

Vienna, June 25—A decree issued 
by the minister of public works ad- 
mitting women to technical and trade 
schools hitherto rigidly reserved for 
men, opens many new occupations to 
women in Austria. Chief among them 
are artistic book-binding and other 
leather work, photography, watch- 
making, engineering, chemistry, orna- 
mental woodworking and electro tech- 
nie trades. 

Women can now enter schools giv- 
ing training in these and other kinds | 
of work on terms of full equality with 
men. Formerly Austrian women de- 
siring such education weré obliged to 
wo abroad or enter expensive private 
institutions. While women are rejoic- 
ing over the wider field of employ- 
ment thus offered them, male work- 
ers by no means welcome the change, 
pointing out that already out of every 
1,000 wage earners in Austria, 430 
are women,

katchewan School Lands, 

Rosthern, Sask., June 24—A big sale 
of school lands took place at Rosthern 
yesterday, over five hundred bidders 
heing present. One hundred and fifty- 
three parcels were sold, comprising 
twenty-three thousand nine hundred 
and five acres. 

The total proceeds from the sales 
was three hundred and thirty-eight 
thousand, seven hundred and eighty- 
seven dollars and twenty-four cents 
The average price per acre was four- 
teen dollars and seventeen cents. The 
highest price paid was thirty-seven 
dollars and seventy-five cents per acre, 
for one pareel. Bidding was very 
brisk.

What practically amounts to 
ultimatums were issued today by eith- 
er side and unless one or the other 
recedes from their present position 
there is every indication that they 
will come to grips within a very short 
time. The company takes the stand 
that it has accepted the finding of the 
board of conciliation and will stand 
by it. 

The men will not accept the decision 
but demand the adoption by the com- 
pany of the standard rate of pay for 
the terirtorial group of railways in 
which the C. P. R. and Grand Trunk 
are included and say if the company 
will not grant this they are prepared 
to fight at very short notice. 

Regard Findings Excessive. 

A letter was today sent to J. W. 
Leonard, who is handling the situation 
for the Canadian Pacific to the union 
officials, stating that the company 
had accepted the findings of the board 
and was prepared to stand by it al- 
though they regarded it as excessive. 
This was immediately responded to by 
the union representatives, who sent 
to Mr. Leonard a practical ultimatum 
to the effect that they still demand the 
standard territorial rate of pay and 
would not recede an inch from that 
position. 

No answer has as yet been received 
by the men from Mr. Leonard, but 
the latter this afternoon gave out a 
statement which amounts to a prac- 
tical rejection of the mens demands, 
he declaring that the company had 
spoken its last word on the matter 
and was prepared. to stand pat.

AT HOME AND ABROAD. 
Jeney Canuk in the West. 

In writing to an Edmonton friend 
lately, --gnes Deans Cameron has this 
to say about Mrs. Murphy's book, en- 
titled “Janey Canuk in the West,” 
which has just been issued in England: 
under the pen name of Emily Fergu- 
son: 

“T have seen that for which Emily 
Ferguson would give her little finger 
to see—the advance sheets of her 
book, I predict for it the biggest 
sale of anything ever written in or on 
Canaca. It is full of the mellow 
juice of life. I sat up one night to 
read it and J sat up another. I 
read the book in Sterling and Perth, 
and with her joyous lilt mingled all 
the glamor of my first visit to these 
good Scots towns. I can pay her no 
greater tribute than to say that she 
herself bubbles out from every page.’ 

In England, as we all know, there 
are many splendid women who all 
their lives labor for a mere pittance, 
without hope of ever bettering their 
condition; the competition for posi- 
tions being so keen that there is a 
corresponding lowering of salaries. 
Many of these women are gently bred, 
but the stern necessities of life force 
them to hours of long wearisome toil, 
whether as teachers, stenographers, 
governesses is immaterial, the fact 
being there are too many women and 
too few position; and very few pleas- 
ures can come their way, Here is a 
letter written by an English lady who 
is a trained teacher of the violin and 
elocution, and who is anxious to come 
to Canada if she could find an open- 
ing: 

“I think if I tell you that I was 
the eldest of seven of a family and 
my father was smitten with sunstroke 
and I had to be the chief breadwinner 
from the age of sixteen—you will un- 
derstand that I ought ‘to be! ‘“adapt- 
able." All my education had to come 
through night classes. I have taken 
advanced chemistry, physiology, Eng- 
lish and music, and also mathematics 
and physics: People tell me I am 
more like a man than a woman, but 1 
can assure you L have never felt very 
masculine in life’s battle. With all 
the sorrows and trials which followed 
my father’s sad iliness, yet we were 
singularly prospered and all were able 
to‘get a good education, Both of our 
Parents had uncommon gifts ,and one 
wonders why fate .was #0 cruel as to 
strike, down the mainstay of the home 
for so many years and- thus cause my 
beautiful gifted mother such anguish, 
They are now both gone and I feel 
as though I would like to live in an- 
other sphere with a beiier elimate 
and less keen competition. 

“DT just long to see the grand moun- 
tains and rivers of Canada, and to 
feel the warmth of the sun. If it 
were not too expensive, I would think 
very little of tcking a trip over this 
summer, for the doctor tells me ‘I 
have come to the end of my tether 
and must have a good change.’ Do not 
think from this statement that I am 
an invalid, but when one has worked 
under great pressure for twenty-five 
years, without much in the way of a

holiday, nature makes her demands 
known, I hope you will forgive this 
personal sort of letter.” 


Surely a woman with the pluck, ed- 
ucation and energy of this one could 
find a good opening in our country.

Province, where there is 
little snow, there are nasty, chill and 
eontinuous rains.” This ja certainly 
a ‘headlong. statement. Supposing a 
traveller from this side of the world 
were to Write about an equal stretch 
of teérfitery in Europe and settle its 
elimate in just so many words, such 
asin Teeland and Norway and Hol- 
land and Spain they have much rain 
in winter and no snow to speak of.” 
Such a book would not, be considered 
Worthy of rerions notice, would. it?

Beaver, House Chapter, Daughters 
of the mpire, awarded first xirl’s 
prize to Freda Brugeman for her Em- 
pire Day essay. The essay is as fol+ 
lows: 

“OUR PROVINCE.” 


Our. province is. called. “Sunny Al- 


bertg,” This conveys to us the idea 
ofa happy and prosperous land, 
where living is a pleasure. Even 


though, the, province of Alberta lies 
in the far West of British North Am- 
erica—an@ at the end of civilization, 
and though it still lacks many things 
that. make, life in older countries 
agreeable, this name is nevertheless 
very appropriate, Alberta is very rich 
in natural resources, These are tak- 
en from the soil by a most thrifty 
population, Lut all this would not 
make her the prosperous province 
that she is, if her people could not 
enjoy the privileges of self-govern- 
ment, 

When in 1670 the Hudson's Bay 
Company was formed, it enticed many 
adventurers to come out to the West 
to explore. They joined the com- 
pany and traded with the Indians, 
who were roaming around. It was 
not, however, until 1869, when this 
land was transferred to the govern- 
ment, that settlers reall ybegan to 
come in, At first British immigrants 
—English, Irish and Seotch—arrived, 
and most of them settled as far west 
as Manitoba; but a few found their 
Way to Alberta, crossing in those fam- 
ous Red iver carts. A great num- 
ber of these settled in the district 
surrounding Wloydminster, also to 
Calgary a small band came. But 
since the transcontinental railway was 
completed, « rn Canadians as well 
as foreigners streamed to the new 
land. Calgary and Edmonton were 
soon flourishing little towns. 

When immigration agencies were 
constituted in Europe, foreigners be- 
gan to pour in, A large company 
of Galicians came to the West and 
settled In Central Alberta, They have 
come because of the hardships which 
they had to emdure in Galicia, to seek 
new homes and freedom. When they 
came here they were poor; they tilled 
the Soil, and in the harvest time they 
used an implement called a cradle 
to reap; but they are becoming very 
prosperous. 

A number of Scandinavians also 
came into Canada. This country be- 
ing similar to theirs, they are ideal 
farmers. ‘They have settled in four 
townships west of Wetaskiwin and the 
park-like land they have tilled very 
easily. 

The Germans, hearing of this new 
land, have come here to make better 
homes and to live peacefully. In 
Germany there is at the present time 
sreat strife between the Socialists and 
the Imperialists. This agitation has 
resulted in many people leaving the 
country, The towns of Stoney Plain, 
Bruderheim, Ellerslie, Beaver Hills 
and the village of Spruce Grove are 
populated mostly by Germans, They 
are very .sdustrious farmers. 

During the past few years thous- 
ands of people have come from the 
United States to settle in the West- 
ern provinces. Many of these have 
sone through all, the hardships of 
pioneer life, and are therefore valu- 
able settlers for this new land. Am- 
ong these are several thousands of 
Mormons, who hayver come from the 
great American Basin—the State of 
Utah—and settled in southern Al- 
berta around Raymond and Cardston. 
The southern part of our province is 
very dry, and, being used to irriga- 
ting the land, they are very much 
needed, On these irrigated farms theY 
raise excellent sugar beets, 

Besides these different people, Orl- 
entals have found their way over here. 
They are not very good cltizens, and 
so they have to pay a fee to the 
government before ‘they are allowed 
to-enter, They live chiefly in cities, 
and make their living by working in 
restaurants and laundriés. When they 
have earned enough they go back to 
their home to spend the remainder of 
their lives, 

All these different peoples, to be- 
come Canadian citizens, have t6 learn 
Canadian speech and manners. For 
this purpose the government has es- 
tablished the public schools, so that 
all-the little strangers can be edu- 
cated; in this way they mingle to- 
gether and become sociable. An 
classes are allowed to go to the pub- 
lic sehools, and no class distinction 
is made, 

These immigrants soon found that 
they did well to come to Alberta; they 
saw that their labors here in this 
country were not futile, ae often had 
been the case in the old country. Most 
of them have settled on farms, and 
soon developed prosperity. The main 
cause of their welfare being the fer- 
tility of the soll, 


These are the gardens of the desert,

The prairie in its original state pro- 
duces all kinds of herbs, grasses, 
flowers and wild fruft. There exists 
such a Variety that at no time of the 
year is there lack of food for pae- 
ture. The southern part of the pro- 
vince is especially adapted to ranch- 
ing, on account of the mild climate, 
hind dry atmosphere; the eattle,and 
horses remain out all the year round, 
The large ranches, which are situ- 
ated at the foot-hills, consist of cat- 
tle, horses, sheep, hogs and poultry. 
Dairying is also carried on tn. the 
south, and the government has csteb- 
lished a humber of creameries, 

In all parts of the province wheat 
Is grown; and when the seasens have 
been favorable the yield averaging of 
About twenty-one bushels to the acre 
is not very low. The central portion 
of the province ts well-known for 
its excellent oat and barley crops, 
Most of the barley fs used for malt- 
ing and prewing, but a large quan- 

is also fed to hogs and cattle. 
A filet yields very often over sixty 
bushels pur acre. A great many farm~ 
ere now are engaged in mixed farm- 
Ing . / 

Ali over Alberta, In the summer, 
the plains are covered with many 
flowers and wild fruit, The gardens 
of the farmers, also, are well sup- 
Plied with vegetables, for they grow 
very rapidly. In June the hillsides 
and small woods are overgrown with 
wild roses, and the ground is red with 
strawberries. In the wooded parts 
are found wild raspberries, black- 
berries, currants, gooseberries, and 
siiskatoons, During the autumn, 
ehoke cherries and high-bush cran- 
berries are plentiful, and many fam- 
flies Wave a goodly store of preser- 
ved fruit for the winter. 

Along the eastern slopes of the 
Rocky Mountains, and In the central 
and southerin portions of the pro- 
vince, is Well covered with timber. 
This timber is cut and floated down 
stream to the saw-mills. The home- 
steader is alliqwed to cut a certain 
amounut of timber for building pur- 
poses. There is also an abundance o1 
fuel, and these conditions aid the set- 
tlers in beginning life, 

Uur province is exceedingly rich‘ in 
minerals, Fresh discoveries of mines 
are continually being made. The chief 
mineral product is coal, On the 
banks of almost every stream coa! 
beds have been found. This coal is 
very soft and is called lignite. On 
the eastern slopes of the mountains 
anthracite coal is being mined. 

In the sands of the Saskatchewan 
and other swift streams gold has been 
found. Some years ago a dredge had 
been working near Edmonton, Also 
in the bed of the Smoky River a large 
quantity of gold has been discovered, 
In the foot-hills rich quartz has been 
found, and in the sands of some riv- 
ers, that precious metal, platinum. 

The town of Medicine Hat has been 
using natural gas to lights its streets; 
a large quantity of gas has beén dis- 
covered there north of Edmonton, and 
up as far as Fort McMurray gas wells 
have been burning fpr some time. 

Oil has been found in various parts 
of the province; at the foot-hills and 
in Pincher Creek district wells have 
been sunk. In northern Alberta and 
the Athabasca river immense tar-sand 
beds have been found. This Is used 
for paving purposes, 

Large beds of marl have also been 
discovered, which is valuable for mak- 
ing cement. Two cement milis have 
been erected near Calgary. 

Excellent clay for the manufacture 
of brick is common, and in nearly ev- 
ery city are brick yards. Near Cal- 
gary there are quarries of stone. 

With tne variety of vegetation, it is 
naturally expeeted that game of all 


mink and beaver, as well as plenty of 
fish, ducks and loons. Wild turkeys, 
prairie chickens and wood grouse were 
also to be found, But when civiliza- 
tion gradually crept to the West the 
buffalo disuppeared. Moose, elk, car- 
ibou and deer still roam around in 
large numbers in the Rockies. On 
the eastern slopes the sportsmen 
search for bears—grizzly, silver-tip, 
Diack and brown. 

The prosperity of this province is 
#uaranteed by the good government 
of the country. In 1867 the Confed- 
eration Act gave to the Dominion fed- 
eral, provincial and municipal govern- 
ment. At the head of the federal 
government is Governor-General Karl 
Grey, and nis cabinet. The two other 


bodies in the government are the 
legislature and the judiciary. The 
legislature consists of the House of 
Commons and the Senate. The fed- 


eral government controls all matters 
pertaining to all the provinces alike, 
In the provinces we have the provin- 
cial system. The lieutenant-governor 
is appointed by the governor-general 
in council. He is advised by the ex- 
veutive council. The executive’ coun- 
cil is chosen from the legislature, The 
| prow nelab gove, ment haseoharge of 
all matters relating, tq, the prevince 
alone. Alberta sesas seven members 
to the Federal House of Commons, 
and four to the Senate; algo 6ne mem- 
her to the Cabinet, the Minister of 
the Interior, Hon, Frank Oliver, 

Although these last ten years show 
such mervelious development in all 
branches, no man can foresee how this 
development will proceed, But in the 
natural course of things, there is great 
prosperity awaiting the home-seeker 
and visitor, as the independence and 
opportunity for adyarioement of this 
country will compensate for all in- 
conveniences,

HUGE FRAUDS IN 
PRINTING BUREAU 


Hon, Chas. Murphy Has Unearthed 
Extensive Frauds by Superin- 
tendent of Stationery 


Ottawa, June 24.—Phe evening Free 
Press contains the following detailed 
story of the frauds which have been 
Unearthed in the Government Print- 
ing Bureau: 

“For alleged complicity in exten- 
sive frauds at the Government Print- 
ing Bureau, which have been discov- 
ered through the personal investiga- 
tion of Hon. Chas. Murphy, Secre- 
tary of State, F. 8. Gouldthrite, who 
for twenty years has been superin- 
tendent of stationery at the bureau, 
is wanted by the Dominion police. He 
has not been in the city for several 
days, and is believed to be out of the 
country, » The following statement 
was handed out to the press this 
morning by the Under Secretary of 
State, but Hon, Mr. Murphy refused 
absolutely to give any further 
mation and would neither admit nor 
deny that Mr. Gouldthrite was a 


man classed as a fugitive from jus- 
tice.

Wholesale Dismissals, 

“One fugitive from justice, one of- 
ficial dismissed, four employees dis- 
missed, one official suspended. The 
foregoing is the net result to date of 
the investigation which Hon. Chas. 
Murphy has been conducting for the 
past twelve months into the affairs of 
the Government Printing Bureau, and 
which he is now bringing to a close. 
Shortly after assuming office, the 
Secretary of State became aware of 
practices and abuses that had impair- 
ed the efficiency of the Bureau for 
several years and applied himself to 
the task of getting at the root of 
the trouble and meting out punish- 
ments. As a-Tesult of the Martineau 
made a trip to the United States ne- 
cessary after the close of the re- 
cent session of Parliament, and upon 
his return he has been applying the 
information gleaned in various cities 
to individual cases,”’ 

Rake-Off on Paper. 

Pressed for some details, Mr. Mur- 
phy said that it was his duty to re- 
port the final result of his investiga- 
tion to the Governor-General-in-Coun* 
cil and that before doing so he could 
not make any statement for publi- 
cation, The frauds discovered main- 
ly concern the stationery department. 
Mr. Gouldthrite, who was in charge 
of that department, and as the pur- 
chaser of all paper and _ stationery 
supplies, was, therefore, under his 
direct supervision. The purchases 
totalled hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars in the course of a yedr. It is a 
curious fact that one of the frauds 
was connected with a stationery ar- 
ticle that was introduced some years 
ago to prevent frauds in all depart- 
ments. As a result of th eMartineau 
defalcations an order was passed that 
all government cheques’ should be 
printed on a special safety paper. 
This paper was bought from a New 
York firm, for a while, then the or- 
der was subsequently transferred to 
another New York firm, It has been 
discovered that the firm has been 
supplying a fictitious safety paper at 
a very considerable less amount than 
tnat which Mr, Gouldthrite has been 
@u..v.s4ing payment for. 

Special Trip to New York. 

Mr. Murphy made a special trip 
to New York in connection with this 
matter. Fortunately in this case the 
government will suffer no loss, owing 
to the fact that it happens that the 
same firm has already furnished to 
the Bureau a large quantity of other 
supplies which have not yet been paid 


for. These payments will now be 
withheld until there has been a gen- 
eral readjustment, 


lt is understeod that a number of 
similar frauds have been discovered 
in the stationery department. Or- 
ders which formerly used to go to 
reliable firms in the United States 
have been switched to others whose 
reputation is less high. The inves- 
tigation by Hon. Mr. Murphy has ex- 
tended over ten months, and it is not 


yet nearly completed, One of tne 
troubles has been to discover what 
was the real market price of the 
commodities purchased by the Bu- 
reau. ‘Toa: price varies in’ different 
cities and sometimes the quality of 
goods can only be determined by 
technicians. In order to assist him 


in making this investigation, Mr, 
Murphy secured the services of pur- 
chasing agents of several large cor- 
porations, the volume of whose busi- 
ness approached that of the govern- 
ment. 

The reports of the experts will also be 
the general 


used in connection with 
scheme of reorganization which surely 
will follow the discovery of irregulart- 


ties in the bureau, There are evidences 
that some cf the frauds date back for 
twenty years and in that time they have 
been brought to such a state of perfec. 
tion that it was only by minute inves- 
tigation and persistent enquiry that the 
method of operation could be deter: 
mined, 
Left Last Monday. 

Mr. Gouldthrite was in hie office at 
the bureau on Monday last, the day on 
which Mr, Murphy turned his investiga- 
tions to that institution itself, It is 
understood that he has not been seen 
in Ottawa since. Mr. Gouldthrite is well 
known in the Capital and was very po 


pular among a large circle of acquain-
